The arguments travel back 
and forth. Fiction and fact have be- 
come so insidiously intermingled 
that many of the principals are not 
quite .sure which is which. CON- 
FIDENTIAL sent a reporter right 
into the red beans and rice country 
of Louisiana to sieve out the facts 
and bring back a firsthand compila- 
tion of just the facts.

This, then, is the remarkable and 
unbelievably sordid story of the 
prominent cast of characters in Gar- 
rison’s New Orleans investigation.

- “Ye Cods, I con’t think there is a 
cop in Dallas that doesn’t know 
Jack Ruby. He practically lived at 
that station. They lived in his place. 
Even the lowest patrolman on the 
beat. He is a fanatic on that, any- 
way.” 

The above is testimony taken 
from the Warren Commission Re- 
port, given by N ancy Perrin Rich, a 
tormer uacx Ruby employee. Nirs. 
Rich, more thar. any other witness,, 
strived to inform the Warren Com- 
mission investigators, cine even be- 
smirched her own name to bring out 
the entire truth about Jack Ruby. 
CON r'IDENTlAij is confident that 
she told an honest and. forthright 
story to the Warren Commission. 

Of course .Jack .Ruby maintained 
a close relationship with the Dallas 
Police! His operation was shady at 
best, and it would have been im- 
possible for him to stay in business 
without staying close to the police. 
According to Mrs. Rich, the Dallas 
police department bad its share, of 
freeloaders — at least they free- 
loaded at Jack Ruby’s Carousel 
Club. There was never a charge 
when a cop stopped by for a few 
cold ones. 

A Dallas associate of Ruby, 
Jack Hardee, Jr., told the FBI: “I 
know of my own persona! knowl- 
edge that Ruby hustled the strip- 
pers and the other girls who worked 
in his chib. Ruby, made dates for 
them, accepting the money for the 
dates in advance, and kept half, 
giving the other half to the girls. 
These dates wen; tilled in the New 
Hotel in downtown Dailas and the 
Holliday Motel in Irvington, tvhere 
Ruby had an associate, a Negro who 
drove a oig Caci line. 

Jack Ruby, than,. was a pimp or 
male madam as the case might have 
been. But these dates weren’t. lim- 
ited to “Johns." When dates were 
made for Dallas Police Officers. and 
evidence shows chat they were, there 
was no charge. As a matter of fact it 
was a Dallas Police Officer who got 
Mrs. Rich her job with Jack Ruby 
after she landed in Dallas broke, 
looking for her runaway husband, 
Robert Perrin, a gun-runner. 

Hardee also told the FBI that he 
came to Dallas to set up a numbers 
racket. He was ad vised that it would 
have to be cleared with Jack Ruby 
as Ruby had the ‘fix” with the local 
law. 

CONFIDENTIAL heard a rather 
interesting story, which lends Savor 
to the character of Jack Ruby. Ruby 



was known to be a violent and sa- 
distic man — especially towards 
women. On one occasion he took 
one of his strippers up to nis apart- 
ment to entertain a Dallas Police 
Officer. He ordered the girl to strip. 
Knowing Ruby’s temper, she did, 
though somewhat reluctantly. Ruby 
became impatient and knocked her 
to the fioor — out cold. The police 
officer ran from the apartment. 

Violence and perversion were a 
part of life to Jack Ruby. At a 
party. Ruby, quite sober, stripped 
himself naked and then fell to the 
floor in full view of the guests and 
announced that he would “take on” 
anybody — male or female. His 
preference was male — and prefer- 
ably a male policeman. Females al- 
lowed him only a very special kind 
of diversion. 

In Dallas it was no secret that 
Ruby “went any way” sexually. A 
roommate, George Senator, de- 
scribed -himself as Jack’s “boy- 
friend.” CONFIDENTIAL takes no 
stand in tru's particular story as to 
the legalities and/or moralities of 
nomosexuaitty per se, but we are 
herewith dealing with the assassina- 
tion of the President of the United 
States, so all things must be looked 
at in that perspective. 

CONFIDENTIAL believes that 
Jack Ruby, as was Lee Harvey 
Oswald, was painted by the Warren 
Commission to be something emits 
different than he in fact was. Ruby 
was not simply the .operator of a 
small, second-class night club in 
downtown Dallas. He was deeply 



involved in various nefarious activi- 
ties ranging from prostitution and 
perversion to gambling, narcotics 
and gun running. He was not the 
erratic, bungling malcontent pic- 
tured by the Warren Commission 
Report, but he was a calculating 
and ruthless criminal. 

The murder of Lee Harvey Os- 
wald in plain view of millions of TV 
viewers was not the act of an ir- 
rational and distraught madman.

From the description CONFI-

Ferrie it would seem that he would 
be a person that no one would want 
to be around, much less cohafaitate 
with but the exaqt opposite was the 
real c-ase.

His ploys were many. Alcohol, 
hypnotism, and the promises of hy- 
ing trips were only a few.

Every city has one particular 
attorney who is weii known for his 
defense of homosexuals in court. In 
New 7 Orleans it was Dean Andrews. 
On the day John p. Kennedy was 
assassinated. Mr. Andrews was in a 
New Orleans Hospital — a sick man. 
Immediately loilowing tne sssassi- • 
nation Andrews received a phone 
call at the hospital asking him to 
defend Lee Harvey Oswald in the 
assassination case. 

The caller was known to Andrews 
as Clay “Bertrand” and he had 
been a frequent caller at Andrews’ 
office in the past in connection with 
the representation of various homo- 
sexuals who had been “busted” by 
tne New Orleans Vice Squad for 
morals offenses. “Bertrand” would 
often pay the fees for those young 
men without finances. 

“Bertrand,” like Feme, was well- 
known in New Orleans homosexual 
circles. He also had his harem of 
devout young male followers. An- 
drews has described “Bertrand” as 
a bisexual, a swinger. Andrews later 
denied any personal contact with 
“Bertrand,” which of course made 
it quite inconvenient to identify 
him. But for someone who did not 
know “Bertrand” personally, An- 
drews knew a lot about the man. 
There are those in New Orleans 
who say it is better to have a lack 
of memory than to have a cranium 
filled with lead. . 

Jim Garrison was not as gullible 
as the Warren Commission. He 
went after all the loose ends in order 
to tie them together. On March i, 
1967, Garrison shocked the world 
and particularly New Orleans 'by 
announcing the arrest of one of 
New Orleans most prominent busi- 
nsss aiiQ social ngurcs, Clay Shaw. 
Shaw, the retired Director of the 
International Trade Mart, was 
charged wun. conspiring with David 
Feme, Lee Harvey Oswald and 
others to murder President John F. 
Kennedy, ■c.iarrison said, ‘‘Shauj is 
actually the same person as ‘Bert- 
rand..’ ” 

C«ay Shaw was raised by grand- 
parents in rural Louisiana where his 
grandfather was- sheriff of 
“Bloody Tangipahoa” parish, known 
tnroughout the state ior its violence 
over the years. . CONFIDENTIAL 
investigation has shown that grand- 
pa was not particularly anxious to 
erase the parish nickname. 

In spite of his grandfather’s “exn- 
minent position” in the community, 
Olay Shaw was considered “white 



trasn” by the gentry. He set out 
early to rectify that situation. When 
World War II broke out, Ciav en- 
listed as a private and carne out 
with tne rank of major. Obviously 
he did this on his own merit as no 
trace was found by CQNPIDEN- 
V TIAL of any help or assistance from 
influential outsiders. He placed 
great store ii\ the achievement of 
becoming an influential person. 

Clay Shaw’s public image is of a 
wealthy, successful scion of New 
Orleans society — a leader in the 
cultural and aesthetic life, an un- 
dertaking of no small magnitude in 
a city known for its cultural and lit- 
erary background. A master of 
languages, playwright, expert on 
architecture and design, and re- 
spected citizen, Lis knowledge and 
uncommonly rigid bearing, are im- 
pressive. . 

But behind closed doors it was no 
secret that Clay Shaw could be seen 
almost any night in the “gay” bars 
of the French Quarter with his en- 
tourage of male beauties — young 
boys only. Clay made no attempt to 
hide it. New Orleans is an old and 
sophisticated city. Such things 
come under the heading of “minor 
vices." 

Then why make such a fuss about 
a. .ew things casen from -Shaw’s 
home by the Garrison investigators’ 
Some pieces of rope, chains, several 
whips, leather straps, a cartridge 
cell, a black hood, cape, net type 
hat and “gown.” Something to' sat 
the Marquis de Sade aside? Clay 
Shaw dressed in the garments and 
accessories of the Spanish Inouisi- 
tion at March Gras on Carnival Buy 
e “cL year. Bui many of the carious 
offbeat elements in the city adver- 
tise their “ peculiarities " on Carni- 
ual Day at Mardi Gras. 

, CONFIDENTIAL has found that 
the name “Bertrand” is from the 
documents ot she Marquis do Sad a 
trials.

Many prom- 
inent New Orleans personages know 
that Clay Shaw and Clay Bertrand 
are one and the same.

I think what you are dealing with 
here are strong latent homosexual 
tendencies. Then, we often get with’ 
this condition . . . Freud pointed it 
out . . . where you have strong latent 
homosexuality, you also get a para- 
noid-like reaction . . . feelings of 
persecution-; a feeling that someone 
is out to get you. If someone is out • 
to get you, you have to got him 
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, like reaction which could involve 
actually killing the person who you 
think is going to hurt you. So, there 
is a 'connection between paranoia 
and latent homosexuals. 

Palmer: Just latent or overt too? 
Dr. Barahal: Weil, usually if a per- 
son is a confirmed homosexual you 
don’t have this problem. It is when 
a guy is fighting it. 

These men were ail victims of 
grandiose delusions. They split their 
homosexual personalities into both 
latent and overt situations, making 
their personalities even more dear- 
ly explosive at a given time. Ferrie 
had. his “army" and bis non-existent 
degrees; Ruby had his visions of 
himself as a big time racketeer; and 
Shaw had his' involvements with 
Nazi activities during World War IT 
and his current connections with 
Neo-Nazi figures. Delusions of 
grandeur are one of the most com- 
mon manifestations of paranoia. 

Tits overt homosexual in bis own 
element is one thing but when you 
flip the coin and find him latent and 
in hostile company you must then 
understand the background of the 
latency. The underlying cause, of 
course, is the ambiguity of feelings 
for the father figure. On the one 
hand we find a strong desire to win 
die father’s approval, and on the 
other a deeply rooted hatred for the 
father.

The four principals in this case 
were all involved with the training 
and arming of a group of anti- 
Castro Cubans for an invasion of 
Cuba. This training program took 
place on Lake Ponchetrain, Louisi- 
ana, under the guidance of the CIA 
' — an organization that prefers si- 
lence to telling the world the truth. 
This is not the. first nor only situa-
